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PDA (1992) has envisaged that UEE should be the joint re¬ 
sponsibility of the state, community and the parents. Parents 
and community should be made accountable for the lapses in this 
respect. Hence a village was ta|. en as a unit of the study in 
order to initiate action at the grass root level. 

The villages which have comparatively lower female literacy 
rate in the blocl' were identified. The other criteria for the 
selection of villages were population si.:e; distance from the 
bloch and district educatiion office and varied geographical, 
sociD economic conditions. For instance, Raithal represents 
agriculturally advanced district. raridabad although a major 
industrial complex of Haryana has villages located in Khadar 
regions too. District Gurgaon was specifically chosen as it has 
concentration of educationally backward population of Rajput 
Muslims called Maos. This region is known as Mewat and is also 
fed by Mf^wat Development Agency. 

Seven specially designed schedules were used for capturing 
the phenomena of non-enrolment and drop-out of the children in 
multiple dimensions. 

The villages weere visited by a team consisting of the 
faculty members of the Department of Women's Studies and officers 
of the concerned District EEducation Departments. The team mem¬ 
bers interviewed Sarpanches, Mahila Mandal Pradhans, parents of 
non-eni'ol led and drop-out children and other community members 
who were willing to respond to the questions asked by the re¬ 
search team. The team also observed the functioning of the 
schools and discussed the problem with the teachers teaching in 
those institutions. 
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The VI3 lags profiles were preparerJ t i the basis of bhe 
observations and discussions held in .ne wiJlages,, These pro¬ 
files have been given in a se arate reports A summary of the 
salient observations , given in the following pages. Sugges¬ 
tions for the pr>motion of primary education of girls in the 
rural reas are given side by side. The suggestions have been 
given eepirig in view the existing soci o-economi cr and geographi¬ 
cal aspects and problems of the villages visited by the research 
team. Hence the practicability of the same can be relied upon to 
a great e: ten b. 

IV. Salient Observati on s and Sucioestion s 
O bservations 

' Parents of the girls belonging to socially and economically 
disadvantaged groups have a perception that education is not cost 
free, They feel that the incentives provided under the welfare 
schemes are neither adequate nor distributed timely,, Hence the 
parents have to spend on the items covering non-tuition costs. 

The parents feel that the quantity of the incentives being 
provided to the girls in cash or Pind should be increased. 
Distribution of the incentives should be properly monitored. 

Economic compulsions force females in the house to partici¬ 
pate in income generating activities at home or outside home 
beside looling after the households chores. Such circumstances 
force girls to share household activities with the mothers in¬ 
stead o1 joining and continuing educatinin in the village 
schools. 
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Parents leel hesitant to send their daughters to the schools 
outside the villages. 

Most ot the parents do not find any visible difference in 
the behaviour pattern of the non-enroiJed and enrolled girls- 
Hence they do not appreciate the value of education for the 
girls. 

Invariably the girls accompany mothers when they go to their 
paternal home to attend some social functions. They do not 
realise that discontinuity in the studies or the girls can mar 
their interest in education. 

Schools in some of the villages e.g. Dhoj and Arua do not 
have boundary walls. Buildings of some of the schools need 
immediate repair. Jt was observed that no school has library and 
laboratory facilities. PTIs have not been appointed. Rooms are 
inadequate so the classes are held in open.' 

I 

Posts of all the teachers have not been filled up. Propor¬ 
tion of female teachers in the village schools is negligible in 
comparison to male teachers. 

It was observed that the tape recorders and the science I'lts 
provided by NCERT are not being used by teachers. 

Idea of co-education at the elementary level is acceptable 
to parents in the rural areas. They do not feel the necessity of 
having separate elementary school for girls. 

No gender bias was observed m teachers as well as students. 
Boys and girls were being educated in a healthy setting. 
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Suggestlans 

It IS suggested that education should be made completely 
cost free for the girls. Even the nominal tuition fee which is 
being charged at present should be stopped forthwith. 

The incentive schemes need revision in view of the needs of 
the girls. The sanctioned amount should enable the girls to meet 
the non-tuition coats. The incentive money should be linl'ed with 
the price index. 

Possibility of paying some tol'en amount in cash or kind to 
the poor parents to meet opportunity cost of the girls for at¬ 
tending school should be explored. A fund may be created with 
the help of economically better off residents of the village. 
This responsibility can be shouldered by the village Panchayat. 
Harvesting season is perhaps the best time when residents can be 
motivated to donate money or grains for the fund. 

For generating demand for education, it is essential that 
the girls should have easy access to educational facijities. If 
a village has no middle school then a tendency was noted in the 
girlj to drop out after primary school ing. Example of the vil¬ 
lage Fai:upur khadar can he given in this context. 

It 15 suggested that the existing primary schools in the 
villages should be up-giNided to middle and middle fo high schools 
to meet the demand for higher education among the girls. It 
immediate up-gradation of the schools is not feasible then the 
Village Panchayat should arrange free transport for the girls to 
join schools in other villages. The cost of transport may be met 
by the Village Panchayat or District Administration. 
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For increasing the impact o+ education the general education 
should have closer lints with improvement of the socio-economic 
life pattern of the rural population. The parents should feel 
that school going girls are internaljsing/acqmring information 
about health and nutrition, labour saving devices, income gener¬ 
ating activities etc. which they were not aware before joining 
tlie school. In nut shell the parents should perceive change in 
behaviour pattern of the school going girls. 

Infrastructural facilities in the schools need improvement 
basic facilities should be provided to create proper climate for 
education in the schools. 

Vacant posts of beachers should be filled up with female 
teachers. 

Teachers may be encouraged to mal^e use of the available 
audio-visual aids. They should make use of play way activity 
method bo male instructional programme interesting for the stu¬ 
dents. Such steps will also help in developing proper concepts 
in the students. 

The raaaarch team fait that segregation of primary schools 
for girls is no more the need of Haryana villages. Opening of 
such schools are likely to be counter productive and shall gener¬ 
ate unwanted sex bias among the children. 

General Suooestions 

The team suggested that supervisory officers at the talocl' 
and district levels should be provided vehicle to enable them to 
supervise and guide the activities in elementary schools in an 
effective manner. 
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Villaqe Education Committees with adequate representation a-f 
females may be formed to give an impetus to enrolment and reten¬ 
tion of the yirls in the schools. They should also tal«e steps to 
ensure qualitative improvement of the instructional programmes in 
the schools. 

Mahila Mandals may be energised to tatie interest in the 
educational development of the girls in the viiiages. 

Orientation of the Educational Admi ni strators Qf_ Haryana 
After identification of the problems of promotion of primary 
education in the identified villages, it was felt that the find¬ 
ings of the study team may be discussed wjth a larger group 
having experience of the social and administrative set up of the 
study. Hence a two day worl-shop (February 4-5, 1993) of all the 
District Primary Education Officers in Haryana was organised by 
DWS, NCERT. There were two main purposes to organise this 

workshop. First was to sensitise and acbivise the participants 
about the gender issues and secondly, to have suggestions to 
overcome the economic and educational problems faced fay the 
schools, concerning UEE of girJs, in the ten identified villages. 
The worl-shap was attended by Director, Primary Education Haryana, 
Director, SCERT, Gurgaon and the sixteen District Primary Educa¬ 
tion Officers of the State. 

Proceedings of b_hje Worii-shop 
Forenoon Se ssion (February 4, 1993) 

Head, DWS welcomed the participants and gave a brief account 
of the project outline and the activities being undertaken for 
promotion of girls' education in Haryana villages. In the key 
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note address, Director, Primary Education, Haryana gave the 
details of the various schemes which are bejng launched in the 
state to provide universal access to primary education as well as 
improving qualitative aspect of education in Haryana. He 
categorically pointed out that in all the schemes, the focus is 
an the educational development of the girl child. An account of 
the various schemes initiated in this direction is given in 
Appendix IIT. 

Director, NCERT, New Delhi, congratulated Haryana for initi¬ 
ating various schemes for quantitative and qualitative improve¬ 
ment of primary education in the State. He assured that NCERT 
will provide all possible academic guidance to the State in this 
endeavour. He suggested that implementation of the schemes 
should be properly monitored to enable girls to take maximum 
benefit of the same. 

Afternoon Session 

In the afternoon session, the Programme Co-ordinator ex¬ 
plained the methodology of conducting the pilot study of identi¬ 
fied tan village schools. Observations and suggestions of the 
study group were also shared with the participants to know their 
reactions on the same. 

The participants wei'e also sensitized about the need to 
remove gender bias from text-books and curriculum transactions. 
They were made aware that for the development and empowerment of 
the girls it is imperative that conscious efforts should be made 
to eliminate gender bias from the teaching learning situations in 
the schools. 
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The group was advised to strengthen the scheme of Agan- 
waries/Balwanes in the state. Timings of the Aganwaries should 
synchronise with the timings of the primary schools to enable 
girls to be free to join primary schools. As far as possible the 
Aganwaries should be located in the vicinity of the primary 
schools. Instructors should be trained to look after the health 
needs and physical development of the small children. They 
should also focus their attention to prepare children for joining 
formal schools. Girls and the boys should be given equal atten¬ 
tion by the instructors. 

The MLL (Manimum Levels of Learning) developed for the 

\ 

primary level was also discussed with the participants. They 
were requested to follow it in their schooL.6 foi' qualitative 
improvement at the primary stage. The group was also familia¬ 
rised with the concept of population education and the new teach¬ 
ing practices being envisaged in NCERT to deal with situations 
when the number of students is large and all the posts of the 
teachers are not filled up in the school. 

In the light of the Ley note address; findings of the study 
group; suggestions about elimination of gender bias. population 
education, Aganwaries, Minimum Level of Learning and teaching 
practices, the parbuipants were reiiuested to give their 
suggestions as to how the enrolment and retention process of the 
girls at tliu primary level can be accelerated. Their perceptions 
about promoting gender equality and improving quality of educa¬ 
tion in the primary schools were also sought. They were request¬ 
ed to give only those suggestions which can be implemented in the 
primary schools located in rural and remote areas of the state. 
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After general discussions on the above mentioned issues, 
three groups were formed to know their perceptions as to what can 
be done to: 

generate demand for education among the girls in the age- 
group 6-11 years; ■ 

improve instructional programme in the prjmary schools; 

- sensitise the teachers and local community members to the 
question of gender equaljty. 

F orenoon Sj e ss ion (February 5, t99Z;) 

Forenoon session was devoted to group discussions and prepa¬ 
ration of the reports. 

Afternoon Session 

Group rerports were presented in the general session and 
thoroughly discussed by the participants. The reports were 
finalised after maling required modifications in the same. 

^ i• Perceptions of the Educational Administrators 

The perceptions of the participants are presented in the 
following pages. 

(a) Suggestions to Create Demand for Primary Education 

- Mass media should help in making the parents aware of the 
value of education in the life of a girl. 

The scheme envisaged to provide primary schools in all the 
habitations should be speedly implemented. 

All the schools (new or existing) should have prescribed 
physical infrastructure. Inadequate provision of the same puts 
obstacles in imparting quality education to the children. 
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Incentive m the form of stationery, uniforms, books etc; 
may be provided to all qiT-ls irrespective of their caste or 
creed. Adequate funds may be allocated for this purpose. Regu¬ 
lar monitoring of the same is also imparative. 

Possibility of providinq mid-day refreshment for the chil¬ 
dren may be explored.. This step on one hand may help j,n improv¬ 
ing nutritional defticiencies in the children coming from econom¬ 
ically disadvantaged homes and on the other hand, work as a 
hooking point for them to enrol and retain their daughters in the 
schools. 

Irritants to the parents, for example, payment of tuition 
fee, purchase of red cross tickets or donation of any Iind may be 
avoided. These are often negligible amounts but convey an im¬ 
pression of exertion to the parents. 

Female teachers who are committed to the cause of uplift of 
the girls may be appointed in the rural areas. They will provide 
as role models for the girls. 

In the localities where female enrolment and retention rate 
in the school is lower, frequent home visits by the teachers may 
be encouraged. The parents may be helped to see the utility of 
education in the present socio-economic conte::ts where all socio¬ 
economic transact ions are done in written form and oral agree¬ 
ments have no value. In the cii'cumstances, i1 girls are illiter¬ 
ate, then they could be easily duped by others. Moreover, they 
will be dependent on others for acquiring informatjon of vital 
use. transactions. 
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efforts may be made to open Anganuiadies/Baluiadies in the 
vicinity of the schools. These institutions should ]ay stress on 
developing readiness in the children for joining formal system of 
education. Health needs of the children should be properly taken 
care of by the instructors. The children should be helped to 
follnui disciplinary practices so that they have no problem in 
folowing the routines of the schools- 

~ For brinQing awareness about the utility of educating girls, 
some posters conveying meaningful messages may be displayed at 
the Panchayat Ghar, Health Centre, Post Office Marketing Place 
etc. which are feguentty visited by the inhabitants of the vil¬ 
lages. These messages may persuade the parents bo enrol and 
retain girls in the schools. Some of the messages suggested for 
the posters are given in Appendix I. 

<b) Measure s to Improve Instructional Programme in the Primary 
Schools 

- The text bools should be made available to the students 
before the beginning of the academic session. 

The primary schools should have physical training 
instructors. Their posting will help in physical development of 
the children during the growing period of their Jives. 

Jt IS desirable that some steps may be taken to develop 
reading habits in the children. If it is not possible to post a 
librarian in the primarv schools, then a possibility of 
introducing class libraries may be explored. Study l-.its 
containing selected reading material may be provided for each 
class. The class teachers can take the help of the students in 
ieeping record of issue and return of the books. 
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AH the sanctioned posts of the teachers should be filled up 
before the start of the academic session. Their postings and 
transfers during the session, should be avoided as this disturbs 
the educational set up of the school. 

In most of the primary schools, teachers are less than the 
required strength. In the circumstances, they have to combine 
students of different classes for conducting instructional pro¬ 
gramme. If this situation is not likely to be overcome in the 
near future then it is desirable that the teachers should be 
oriented in the technique of multigrade teaching. 

DIETS should try to identify the problems of the teachers 
before conducting instructional programmes. The orientation 
programmes organised by DIETS should be based on the needs of the 
teachers. 

Self learning material may be developed for the teachers by 
DIETS. Some system may be initiated to establish closer communi¬ 
cation procedures between the teachers and the DIETs, so that the 
teachers may approach them to solve their problems and get timely 
guidance. Regular touch with the teachers is necessary to im¬ 
prove quality of education in the primary schools. 

Supervisory Officers at the block level may be provided 
transport facilities to enable them to visit the schools in their 
blocl< more frequently. 

- Steps may be tafcen to implement the newly introduced schemes 
on priority basis. Those schemes should speedly take a practical 
shape and should not remain only on paper.

Teaching-learning process should be made interesting for 
learners. Activity oriented teaching practices can be helpful in 
generating this type of educational atmosphere in the schools. 

The taps recorders and science kits provided by NCERT, New 
Delhi may be used by the teachers to develop right concepts in 
the children. At present these are not being used by majority of 
the teaachers. 

(c > Sensit]zation About Sender Equality and E mpowerment ot Sirls 
Ear enrolment, retenfcjon and proper educatsonal development 
of the girls, it is necessary that the community should be made 
aware of the necessity of understanding the far reaching effects 
of gender bias on the physical, emotional, educational and social 
development of the girls. District Mass Media Officers may be 
requested to exhibit such documentary films for the villagers 
which may generate the concept of gender equality in them. 

Through pre-service and in-service training, the teachers 
should be trained to maf e conscious efforts to ensure that gender 
bias does not creep in while they are conducting instructional 
programmes in the schools. In the beginning of the academic 
session when the teachers make a survey of the village, they 
should also note down those customs, traditions, ways of life 
etc. which are indicative oi gender bias in the homes of the 
villagers. They should try to explain the facts to the parents 
and convince them of the futility of unscientific beliefs. 
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- Awareness can be brought by the teacher in the community 
members through lectures, visuals, eKhibitions, cultural pro¬ 
grammes or any other means of these types. The community shouJcl 
be made aware that a society can progress if male and female 
segments are equally competent, strong and healthy. All possible 
efforts should be made to eliminate gender bias at home, xn the 
'community and In the school. 

The teachers should also maf-e efforts to realise the parame¬ 
ters of empowerment of women (PDA 1992) through curriculum 
transaction.' In the school, no opportunity should be lost which 
can generate self confidence, seif esteem and self reliance in 
the girls. They should be motivated to assert their rights for 
participation in various school activities. The initiatives 
taken by gir'ls should invariably be appreciated by the teachers. 
Boys and girls should be assigned joint responsibility of manag¬ 
ing various activities. They should be encouraged for mutual 
help, respect and -co-operation. From the early years of their 
lives, they should learn to respect the individuality of a 
person. Even while talking or discussing various points, boys 
should not be allowed to monopolise the scene. They should 
develop tolerance to listen to the views of girls. From the 
formative years of their lives the boys and the girls should 
inculcate the habit of talking politely and respectfully to each 
other. At no cost the boys should be allowed to make a mockery 
of any females.

The teacher should also treat boys aVid girls as students and 
not as males or females. The male and female teachers in the 
school should also present a co-operative model before the chil¬ 
dren . 

These are some of the steps if taken at the primary level 
are likely to sow the seed of gender equality in the tender minds 
of the boys and girls. These steps should also lead girls in the 
direction of empowerment in life.

Existing Educational Schemes in Harvana 

The Department of Primary Education has been actively en- 
gaciecl in the tasi' of achieving universalisation of primary educa¬ 
tion in the State. There has been a vast expansion of education¬ 
al facilities during all these years. At present primary school- 
inq facilities are available within a radius of about 1 l^m., 
District Primary Education Officers are empowered to open Branch 
Primary Gchools at places where 30 or more children are available 
1or schooling. With a view to enroling and retaining girls, 
particularly those belonging to scheduled castes and other weaker 
sections of society, a number of incentive schemes have been 
launched in the State. Amost every village in Haryana has pri¬ 
mary schooling facility. As per the latest information received 
from the field, there are only 125 unserved villages/habitations 
with a population of 300 or more which are yet to have primary 
schools. During the 8th Five Year Plan period 500 new primary 
schools are proposed to be opened in the state. With the opening 
of these additional schools, every village/habitation and even 
siiiaJ] Bastis/Dfianis in the State will have primary schooling 




Quantitative ejjpansion at such a large scale, which, ot 
course, is essential to ensure universal access to primary educa¬ 
tion in the State, has necessitated the need for locussing atten¬ 
tion on the qualitative aspect of education. The Department has, 
therefore, drawn up an action plan to bring about qualitative 
improvemtent in the education being imparted at the primary 
]eve] . 

The action plan includes the following mam programmes 
already launched/being launched for improving and raising the 
quality of education: 
institutional Plan 

Every Bovernment Primarv School is asl- ed to prepare its 
annual institutional plan in the beginning of the academic ses¬ 
sion. Every school is expected to achieve the targets fixed for 
the year. Supervisory Officers in-ovide necessary guidance and 
help them to prepare the institutional plans. 

Courses of ^tudy 

To ensure timely coverage of fha courses of study concerning 
primary classes, monthwise distrinution of curricular programme 
IS made and circulated to the schools, thus facilitating the 
supervisory war! of Head teachers and their block and district 
level officers. 

Monthly Class Tests 

All schools have been asted to introduce monthly class tests 
in the various cijmcular subjects taught at the primary level. 
Every school will maintain student^' progress register (clas- 
swissj and 1 eep the parents/guarrllans informed about their wards' 



progress in studies. This arrangement will also provide feed 
back to the teachers for assessing their performance in view of 
the fact that success of the teachers depends not on what or how 
they teach, but on what the students retain and learn out of 
thier teachings. A loot* at the students' progress register under 
this programme will also help the supervisor to monitor and 
evaluate the performance of the teaching personnel at the insti¬ 
tutional level. 

Inspection Plan 

All Blocl and District level officers associated with pri¬ 
mary education, have been as!ed to prepare their inspection plans 
in tlie beginning of each academic session, as a part of the 
implementation programme regarding revitalising and revamping 
academic supervision of primary schools. Each Bloct Education 
Officer, who is responsible tor tooling after primary education 
in his/her blocl', shall have to conduct annual inspection of all 
the primary schools falling in his/her educational blocl. Follow 
up visit is also necessary to ensure implementation of the sug¬ 
gestions made for improvement in the worl'ing of the schools in 
general and curricular and ca--curricular areas in particular. 
The field officers have also been asl^ed to pay surprise visits to 
schools, particularly bhose located in far-flung areas, with a 
view to ensure proper functioning of schools. 

Strengthening School Administration 

Realising that no reform or improvement in education is 
possible with ensuring proper functioning of educational institu¬ 
tions, the State Government has created the posts of Head 



teachers to give a boost to educational administration at the 
primary level. EKcept Single Teacher Schools, all other Govern¬ 
ment primary schools have been provided the posts of Head teach¬ 
ers in the pay scale of Rs. 14<X)-2600. JBT teachers are promoted 
to this post on the basis of their senionty-cum-ment. This has 
gone a long w-iy in Improving the working of primary schools. To 
mat'IP them effective on the 30 b, the Head Teachers have been 
delegated certain powers including the one of writing ACRs. 
Adoption of Schools 

With the sole aim of bringing about qualitative improvement 
in academic standards ai: the primary stage of education, the 
Department has formulated a scheme of "Adoptnon of Schools by 
tduc.atxon Supervisors", In this scheme, alJ Government primary 
schooi?;, narticLilarly those located jn rural areas, will be 
covered under a phased programme. All Block Education Officers 
and District PnmaT'y Education Officers will adopt two primary 
schools each, every year, so as to make them pace-setting and 
model institutions, worthy of emulation for the other schools in 
the bloci As many as 280 primary schools have already been 

adopted by 140 field officers (J24 BEOs + J6 DPEDs) to mal<e them 
better institutions. The Directorate of primary education will 
monitor and evaluate the implementation of this innovative pro¬ 


gramme L 



inservlce Teacher Sducatloti 


Flealisjng ■that inservDce education for a teacher is a must' 
for his professional growth, the Department has earmarFed a sum 
of Rs.lZi.lO lacs for providing inservice education to teachers, 
Head teachers and their supervisors during the 1st year of the 
8th Five Year Plan. This programme will continue during the 
entire Plan period. There are no two opinions about the fact 
that quality education depends largely on the quality of teach¬ 
ers. It IS with this end in view that need-based inservice 
programmes will be organised. Multiple c1 ass—teaching is a big 
problem, adversely affecting the teaching at the primary stage of 
education. A number of teachers have to handle more than one 
class simultaneously. With a view to effectively tachling the 
problem of Multiple class-teaching, it is proposed i,q organise a 
number of inservice courses in Multigrade teaching with practical 
e!<ercises. Inservice courses will enable the educational worl-ers 
to update and upgrade their professional Inowleoge. 

District Institutes of E-Iducation and Training 

The setting up of District Institutes of Education and 
Training for elementary school teachers is a landmart in the 
history of teacher education. These institutes have been/are 
being opened with the financial assistance of the Central Govt. 
Two such institutes - one at Gurgaon and another at Sonepat, have 
already been set up in Haryana. Six more District Institutes of 
Education and Training have also been sanctioned by the Govt. of 
India and are liEely to be operational shortly. Admission to the 
two year Dip lama-in-educa i; ion course <JBT) is made exclusively on 
the basis of the academic merit of the candidates. It is now an 
admitted fact that the product of these institutes is far better 



than that of the erstwhile J.B.T. institutions. The target is to 
cover all the t6 districts of the State under this centrally 
Sponsored Scheme of Teacher Education. It is, therefore, a 
welcome step towards excellence in teacher education. These 
institutes also organise inservice courses for teachers. 

Remedial Teaching 

Teachers associated with primary classes in Govt. schools 
have been asted to devote their last two periods, which are 
normally vacant, to extra coaching to help the slow learners and 
those coming from poor families. tt has also been impressed upon 
them to organise supervised home-work classes for such children. 

Providing Additional Teacher to Single Teacher Schools 

Single teacher schools pose a big problem in bringing about 
the qualitative impi'ovement in primary ediication. £t is expect¬ 
ing too much from a teacher when he/ahe is as!ed to handle five 
(’lasses at a time. It is, however, heartening to note that the 
number of Single TeEicner Primary Schools in Haryana is only 272 , 
whereas the total number of primary schools including those 
functioning in the private sector in the State is 0275. The 
problem is, therefoiv*, not that alarming. It is proposed to 
provide one additional teacher to all these single teacher- 
schools under a phased programme. In fact, there should be one 
teacher for one class to do justice tv> the students. The State 
Govt. IS conscious of this need and efforts will be made to 
convert all such schools into two teacher schools at the earli¬ 
est, dspenriing upon the availability of fund? for this purpose. 



The State Govt, nciui provides two teachers far a newly opened 
primary school, irrespective of the strength of students. 

School Complexes 

Monthly meetings of primary teachers held under the scheme 
of the School Complex provide ample opportunities to the teachers; 
foi' their continuous professional growth. They can freely use 
this forum to solve their instructional problems with mutual 
consultation and discussion. These meetings are held under the 
academic leadership of the Heads of Central Schools located in 
the vicinity of primary schools. The Heads are assisted by their 
colleagues in providing academic guidance and solving problems 
relating to the courses of study- It is, however, pointed out 
that this programme needs a fresh lool' for ma^ ing it more mean¬ 
ingful and useful for the teachers. 

Innovative Projects and Programmes 
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Experimentation and innovation in education need to be 
promoted at all levels. Teachers have to be encouraged to taTe 
up innovative practices, action research projects, surveys etc. 
It IS with this end in view that a sum of Rs.64,000/- is being 
provided every year in the budget of the State Council of Educa¬ 
tional Research and Training, Gurgaon for this purpose. Some of 
the projects suggested to schools are jis under: 

Hand-writing impr'iivement project 

Improving oral expression of children by organising declama 
tion contests, symposia, debates, poetic recitation etc; and 
inculcating reading habit among children by providing 
library period in the school time-table. 
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The field education officers, looking after primary educa¬ 
tion, have been asl'ed to suggest some more such proiects and 
programmes depending on the need of the schools. The idea is to 
give academic freedom to teachers for undertaking such innovative 
programmes that may promote learning among the children at the 
primary stage of education. 

Operation Blackboard 

The centrally sponsored scheme of Ooeration Blacl'board under 
the National Policy on Education, 1986 has proved a boon to the 
primai'y schools in the country. Under this scheme, the Central 
Government provided financial assistance to the State Bovernments 
@ Rs.72i5/- per primary school -for making provision of minimum 
essential facilities, winch may include material facilities as 
well as learning equipment. It is a matter of satisfaction that 
ail Government Primary Schools including those attached to Mid¬ 
dle, High and Senjor Secondary Schools, as existed on 30.9.1986, 
have been cuvered/are being covered under this scheme. The 
ceaching-learning equiipment supplied to schools includes charts, 
maps, textual materials, globes, sciencce kits, library books, 
dictionaries, magazines, lournals etc. Furniture tor students 
and teacher'Jb, blackboards, games' equipment, play material, toys 
etc. have also been supplied under this scheme. Out of 7445 
Govt. Primary Schools/attached primary schools, 3869 primary 
sctiools have iilreaciy been covered. Financial sanction in respect 
of the remaining 3576 schools has also been released bv the Govt. 



of India. Thase schools uiill also be supplied th? necessary 
teaching~1 earn mg equipment and other material facilities during 
jcy(y2—93. The main objectiive of this scheme is to bring about 
qualitative improvement in the functioning of primary schools by 
giving them essential facilities. Linder this scheme, all single 
teacher schools are to be converted into two teacher schools. 
The scheme has also tal-’en care of building component. Every 
primary school is to be provided atleast two reasonably large 
classrooms ujith the facility of a verandah and separate toilets 
for boys and girls. 

Radlo-cum-Cassettee Players 

Under another Centrally Sponsored Scheme of Educational 
Technology, Radlo-cum-Cassette players are being supplied to 
Government Primary Schools to enable them to benefit from the 
educational programmes broadcasted from AIR, Rohtah in particular 
and other stations of Afashwani in General. Nine districts of 
the State have already been covered under this scheme. The 
remaining seven districts would also be covered soon. 

All such programmes and schemes will go a long way in bring¬ 
ing about a desirable change in the quality of education being 
imparted at the primary stage of education. The Department of 
Primary Education has a regular programme of holding quarterly 
meetings of the field education officers associated with primary 
education with a view to reviewing the progress of various on¬ 


going programmes.
